of this city, and incidentally looked 
into afew of the school houses also, 
to ascertain whether or not 
were constructed in accordance with 
the ordinance regulating the construction 
of such buildings. It might be well, for 
the benefit of all, and especially architects 
and builders, to know what is required by 
the ordinance, and we give the section 
which bears directly upon this matter, §t 
reads as follows: 


Section 13. All buildings hereafter 
erected to be used for public assemblages, 
in whole or in part, shall have the dours 
constructed to open both inwardly and 
outwardly, and in no case shall they be 
constructed to open inwardly only or to 
slide. And all buildings now in use 
should be made toconform to this section. 
The ordinance, of which this section 
is a part, was approved Jannary 29th, 1883. 
The ordinance also states that no cornice 
of wood shall be placed upon any brick 
building in District No. 1. of the fire 
limit. 

The object of the Chief of the Fire De- 
partment was as much to note the situa- 
tion and learn what he would have to 
contend with in case of fire in these build- 
ings, as to learn whether the ordinance 
was being violated. | 

PRESBYTERIAN CHURCH. 


Commencing with the Presbyterian 
Church, we found that sliding doors were 
being put in tlie front street entrances at 
the corner of Fort and Second, and the 
small entrance door on Fort street opens 
inward. Both are in violation of the ordi- 
nance, thongh in extenuation it is proba- 
ble that these sliding doors will usually be 
left open during services, as there is an- 
other door separating the vestibule from 
the audience room. This door leading 
into the vestibule opens outwardly, as also 
do the outer doors at the Second street 
entrance. 


THE SYNAGOGUE 


was found to have doors opening in- 
ward, and the audience room is elevated 
so thata leapfrom any of the windows 
would endanger life and limb. 


THE NEW CONGREGATIONAL CHURCH, 


The front doors, the main entrance, 
open outward, but the minor entrances 
all have doors opening inward. 


GERMAN CHURCH. 


The doors of the German church on 
Fourth street all open inward. 


FORT-STREET M. E. 


The front doors were found to be 
properly constructed, but the rear door 
opens inward. 

TURMVEREIN HALL 


was also visited. The front doors open 
properly, but the other doors open in- 
ward. Any one who has attended this 
place at a popular entertainment will ap- 
preciate the fact that there should be 
other means of exit than are now pro- 
vided. The main audience room in a 
pahic would fill the narrow passage at the 
door full, and both galleries would pour a 
stream of humanity upon them which 
would result in numerous fatalities. |

THE CATHEDRAL. 

The main doors both slide. The outer 
doors are massive, and are perhaps kept 
apen when any kind of service is in pro- 
gress, but at the time the reporter visited 
the Cathedral yesterday a service was in 
progress and the doors from the vestibgle 
into the audience room, which are ajso 
sliding, were closed. Two other front 
doors open inwardly. 

THE PLAZA CHURCH. 


- The front doors open outward, but the 
side doors slide, and the small door within 
the sliding door opens inward.

SCHOOLHOUSES. 


Three school buildings were visited. 

ie High School building on the hill was 
found to have the outer doors all opening 
outward, but all the inside doors to each 
separate room open inward, 

The Spring-street schoolliouse was found 
to have one door opening outward, with 
three other outside doors opening inward. 

The Castellar-street school building was 
the only one found in the whole round 
which complies with the ordinance im so 
far as having its doors opening outward. 

The situation is not very encouraging. 
That we have escaped accident heretofore 
is no assurance that good fortune will 
still attend us, and humanity suggests that 
public buildings be made as nearly safe as 
possible. The ordinance is a very proper 
one and should be enforced. The ques- 
tion has arisen whose business is it to see 
that it is enforced? There is no fire Mar- 
shal or other officer whese business it is to 
look afterjsuch matters. TheChief of the 
Fire Department would willingly do so, 
but he Has no powers in¢the matter. He 
sees these things and also sees tinder 
boxes being built upon our main street 
and wooden cornices being put up on brick 
buildings in the proseribed limit, but he 
is powerless toact. Either a Fire Marshal 
should be appointed or the Chief invested 
with the powers which would naturally 
belong to that oflice, and these things 
remedied. He should also have police 
powers to arrest and compel a compliance 
with the laws of the city.
